Rain fell 
continuously throughout the night and 
is still falling. 
No reports of crev- 


asses were received at -the office of the 
State Board of Engineers this morn- 
ing and at the office of the New Or- 
leans Levee Board no news of im- 
portance had come in. 


Memphis, Tenn., March 13.—The 


gauge of the Mississippi river this 
morning at 7 o'clock read 36.1, a rise j 
of half a foot during the preceeding 
24 hours, and 3.1 feet over the danger 
pine. The rise is becoming more rapid 
and a stage of 37 feet is predicted by 
Sunday morning.

Mississippi sides is increasing rapidly. 
Six large lumber plants in Memphis 
Lave had to suspend operation and 
the water "works and gas plants are 
threatened with suspension.

One of the beneficial results of the 


anvestigation of coal mining In Penn- 
sylvania •will probably be the passage 
of a law amsing the age limit for the 
employment of little men and women 
in every industry in ibhat state.

"Wants Unions to Incorporate. 


Representative Edwin Hallock has 


introduced a resolution in the Connect- 
icut legislature demanding that labor 
unions of the state become incor- 
porated. This is the first step in a plan 
to make them responsible bodies and 
is the result of the Waterbury strike. 
If the resolution is favorably reported 
bills will be introduced making unions 
responsible for riot damages instigated 
by their members. Unions will also be 
held .liable to damages for conspiracy 
to injure private business. A bill drawn 
by State Attorney William H. W/i- 
liams of Derby, which was introduced 
in the legislature, makes all towns, 
cities and boroughs in Connecticut lia- 
ble for damages to private property or 
injury, causing death resulting from 
mob violence within their limits. Both 
the damages thus obtained and the 
cost of militia services, if rendered, are 
to be defrayed by a special per capita 
tax'on all males between _ the ages of 
twenty-one and seventy residing in; the 
town at the time of such inob violence. 
The intent of the bill is to make the 
participants in mob violence financial- 
ly responsible for the damage they 
cause and all other male residents like-

Peter Cooper Hewitt of New York 


city, who was interviewed by a report 
er of the New York American on hi 
inventions and his latest device in con 
nection with wireless telegraphy,.said: 


Jly first important invention was the 


mercury vapor electric light. That if 
comparatively familiar -to the public 
as it has been described several times 
I can only say, in addition to what has 
already been printed about it, that con 
tinued experiments have shown that i: 
is wonderfully cheap. 


The efficiency of my lamp is much 


greater thau that of the ordinary in- 
candescent light. Commercially speak 
ing, in small units one obtains one cau- 
dle power of incandescent light for ev- 
ery 8.5 watts of electrical energy con- 
sumed. 


"Jly light practically in small units, 


allowing for all waste, gives one can- 
dle power for every half watt of ener- 
gy. That makes it cost, with equal 
cost for electrical energy, only one 
seventh of the cost of incandescent 
lighting. 


Many persons bad made efforts to 


produce light by the incandescence of 
vapors in partly exhausted tubes before 
I attempted it. The chief. difference 
between my lamp and others is that I 
succeeded in getting the major portion 
of the electrical resistance in the va- 
por column—the true light giving me- 
dium—and I was the ilrst to perfect a 
lamp that would run commercially on 
any commercial electric circuit. 


Because of the presence of mercury 


in my lamp it became necessary to 
keep the tub* at definite temperatures, 
because any variation in temperature 
causes a variation in the density of the 
mercurial vapor which in turn causes 
a variation in the conductivity of the 
vapor. 
Adapting the phenomena of 


negative electrical resistance, which I 
first developed in the lamp, to-other 
arts' besides illumination, l produced 
the static converter, for rectifying al- 
ternating currents, and the interrupter, 
which has just been produced as a val- 
uable adjunct to wireless telegraphy. 


The interrupter in wireless teleg- 


raphy will take the place of the spark 
gap, which has always been the source 
of greatest difficulty. In order to have 
perfectly tuned harmony between two 
wireless telegraph stations it is neces- 
sary that the waves produced by the 
electrical discharge should always be 
identical, which means that the dis- 
charge must be made under identical 
conditions. 


The ordinary method of discharging 


the current, besides producing an un- 
comfortable noise and flash, requires 
constant attention to the condition of 
the discharging surfaces -and the main- 
tenance of an equal temperature at all 
imes. With a perfect spark5 gap much 
better results can be produced. Wher- 
ever a spark gap has been used in any 
industry this device will result in a 
simplification and savings, as the loss 
of current by its use is phenomenally 
small and its abruptness and speed are 
marvelous. It is evident that,'having 
isolated the phenomena which assem- 
-ble themselves in the vapor column 
and at each electrode, there will be fur- 
ther developments in same line. I do 
not care at present to do more than 
hint at these possibilities, as I prefer 
to talk after results have been accom- 
plished rather than to predict

For some unknown reason different 


parts of the tongue are assigned for 
the

With the tip we taste sweet substances 
and salt;;, with the ba<-k we taste bitter 
things and with the sides we taste 
acids. The middle part of the tongue's 
surface has scarcely any sense of taste 
at all. 


The long named substance parahroin- 


-benzoic sulphinide produces a most re- 
markable effect, for it gives a sense of 
sweetness to the point of the tongue 
and of bitterness to the back. 1'ure 
water tastes sweet after sulphate of 
magnesia. 


We* can only taste things in solu- 


tion; hence if the tongue were perfect- 
ly dry it would not be affected by the 
strongest flavored substance in a dry 
state. 


The taste nerves are paralyzed by 


very hot or very cold liquids. 
After 


drinking very hot or ice cold water 
we could not taste even sucb a sub- 
stance as quinine. Tbis fact supplies 
a useful hint for consumers of ill lla- 
vored medicines. 


Smell, though the least useful, is the 


most delicate of nil our senses. 
We 


can smell the three-huudred-uiillioutb 
part of a grain of musk. No chemical 
analysis can detect such minute quan- 
tities. 
The most powerful microscope 


would not render a particle ten thou- 
sand times as large visible. We could 
not taste it were it many thousand 
times as large. 


While we taste liquids, we can smell 


only gases. Fill your nostrils with eau 
de cologne, and you will experience no 
odor whatever. Fine as our sense of 
smell is, it has deteriorated immensely 
since the time when our forefathers 
were wild men. The Calmucks can 
smell an encampment twenty miles 
away: the Peruvians can distinguish 
all the South American races by their 
odor. 


But smell is a sense highly suscep- 


tible of cultivation even by the modern 
white man. Dealers in tea, spices, per- 
fumes and drugs, in consequence of 
their training, can distinguish tbe 
faintest differences in odors. 


The organ of hearing is one of the 


most marvelous pieces of mechanism 
in the body. In animals the external 
ear acts as a trumpet to collect the 
sound waves; in man it is little more 
than an ornament, but the internal ear 
is alike in both. So wonderful is its 
construction that we can distinguish 
sounds varying from forty to 4,000 vi- 
brations per second. This feat is'per- 
formed by a portion of the ear called 
the organ of Corti. What a wonderful 
organ that is may be understood from 
the fact that it consists of 5,000 pieces 
of apparatus, each piece being made 
up of two rods, one inner hair cell and 
four outer hair cells—that is, 35,000 
separate parts.

Fire Picture*. 


You can surprise and a in use your 


friends very much by lighting u match, 
blowing it out when half, burned and 
touching with the still glowing match 
stick a sheet of blank paper. A spark 
of fire will start from the point where 
yon apply the- match and run over the 
paper in all sorts of ways, leaving be- 
hind it a burned trace which, when 
completed, will form a name, a picture 
of an animal or any other design you 
choose. The paper, of course, has been 
prepared beforehand and in a very sim- 
ple manner. All yon have to do is to 
trace the design with a pen, a line 
brush or a stick dipped into a strong 
solution of saltpeter. The drawing need 
not be made of one continuous line, but 
it must all be connected together. There 
must be no detached parts, as the 
spark has to travel from point to point. 


.Saltpeter, which is also called niter 


and potassium nitrate, contains a large 
amount of oxygen, which it gives up 
readily to such substances as wood and. 
paper, burning or charring them. Ordi- 
nary burning or charring, indeed, is 
due to the action of the oxygen of the 
air; 
hence the purls of tbe paper un- 


der the saltpeter drawing are very in- 
flammable, and a spark applied to one 
point will run along the whole design. 


The paper along the course of the 


truHng has been converted into a sort 
of gunpowder by the addition of the 
saltpeter, for gunpowder is nothing but 
a mixture of saltpeter with charcoal 
and the still more combustible sulphur.
